JEFFERSON CITY, March 24— 
The St. Louis Public Service Co. 
said today the investment cost of 
its property on which it is entitled 
to earn a reasonable return was 
$60,840,351. It gave this figure at 
the hearing here before the Mis- 
souri Public Service Commission 
on its application to drép tokens 
from its fare structure. 

The company also declared it 
was entitled to a return of 7.14 
per cent return on this base. The 


¢ | figure was based upon a calcula- 


tion by the Commission in a 1927 
case in which it allowed the com- 
pany to institute an 8&-cent fare. 
It held the return, which was cal- 
culated after the allowance of the 
fare rise, was not excessive. 
However, last July, when the 


Commission allowed an emergency 
increase in the pass fares, it 
stated: “We cannot concur in the 
use of 7.14 per cent as a reason- 
able rate of return upon the type 
of rate base advanced by the 
company.’ In recent years the 
Commission has held a 6½ per 
cent return to be reasonable, but 
there have been some indications 
this figure will be reduced in fu- 
ture cases. 

If the 7.14 per cent rate were 
allowed on the valuation advanced 
by the company, it would be en- 
titled to earn $4,344,001 annually. 
Guido Moss, superintendent of 
methods and research for the 
company, introduced an exhibit in 
which it was predicted the actual 
return this year, if the tokens are

The Board of Aldermen today 
unanimously adopted the fly-ash 
and air pollution control bills 
which are intended to supplement 
the city’s anti-smoke ordinance. 
Both measures contain emer- 
clauses which will make 
them effettive immediately upon 
being signed by Mayor Aloys P. 
Kaufmann, ‘who sponsored them. 

When the fly ash bill came up 
in the board for passage, Presi- 
dent Charles E. Albanese, who at- 
tended the meeting as acting 
mayor in the absence of Mayor 
Kauf mann from the city, asked 
and was granted permission to 
speak. He urged the aldermen to 
adopt the measure because “fly 
ash is one of the worst problems 
facing the citizens of the city.”

The 
measure was sent immediately to 
President Truman who has until 
midnight April 5 to sign or veto it. 

The House vote was 289 to 66. 
This is 52 votes more than the 
two-thirds majority which would 
be needed to override a veto.

— All 64 poll books containing 
mames of persons who voted in 
the primary and general elec- 
tions in New Madrid county in 
1946 were stolen from an unlocked 
“vault” in the office of the county 
clerk here last Wednesday, it was 
disclosed today. 

The Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation, inquiring into reports of 
alleged vote frauds in adjoining 
Stoddard county, had been study- 
ing New Madrid county poll books 
to check on reports that some 
New Madrid persons voted in 
Stoddard county. Theft of the poll 
books was discovered when two 
FBI agents asked to see the books 
again on their third visit here 
a week ago. 

Some Ballots Preserved. 
No complaints had been made 


of any vote frauds in New Madrid | 
county, all of whose officials have 
been Democrats since 1928. Ho- 
ever, the FBI was interested in 


reports that New Madrid resi- 


dents, particularly some from the | 
town of Catron, were transported 


to Stoddard 
there. 

Deputy County Clerk R. L. 
Jones reported the only remain- 
sing records of the two 1946 elec- 
tions are records of the total vote 
cast in each of the 32 precincts 
and a part of the ballots from 
those elections, Some ballots were 
burned 12 months after the 
elections, in accordance with law, 
Jones said. So far as is known, 
no ballots were stolen by the per- 
soh or persons who stole the poll 
books, he added.

RIVERS CONTINUE

The Mississippi and Missourt 
rivers continued their ‘rise above 
flood stage here and at St. Charles 
today, but crests were expected 
to be reached tomorrow and Fri- 
day without causing serious flood 
conditions in the area. Rain 
stopped yesterday, with .70-inch 
precipitation, and skies were clear 
today. , 

The Mississippi reached 321 
feet on the St. Louis levee, a rise 
of 16 feet. The reading was 2.1 
above the 30-foot flood stage. A 


crest of 34 feet was expected Fri- 
day, to be followed by a fall, un- 
less there are fresh rains. There 
was no flooding of the immediate 
St. Louis area by the Mississippi, 
At St. Charles the Missouri 
river was at 29 feet, a rise of 7 
foot, in 24 hours. A crest of 205 
feet, 4.5 above flood stage, was 
expected tomorrow. A small levesé 
was reported to have broken near 
Augusta, in St. Charles county, 
forcing several bottoms farm fam- 
ilies to move to higher ground. 
About 8000 unprotected acres in

It must be 
approved by 20 or more parlia- 
ments and congresses before it 
becomes operative. 

The document is a set of rules 
designed chiefly to discourage na- 
tions from discriminating against 
each other either in imports or 
exports and from making two-way 
trade agreements which might 
damage the interests of world 
economy. ! 

Even the United Kingdom, 
which joined the United States in 
sponsoring the charter, conceded 


it might find itself unable to rec- 
ommend the charter to Parlia- 
ment if conditions are adverse. 


The most ardent advocates of 
the charter concede it is going 
into operation at one of the worst 
periods of economic disturbance in 
world history.

demonstration of “grass roots” 
sentiment because both men have 
had impressive “liberal” records.

Southern resentment toward 
Truman, as reported in Washing- 
ton, is said to be so intense that 
as of today he would carry only 
North Carolina and Florida. The 
electoral votes of the other solid 
South states, it is gaid, would go 
to some other Democrat. 

This prediction may not come 
true in November but it has 
helped In furthering a North-South 
Democratic coalition idea. The 
theory behind this combination is 
that a devastating Truman defeat 
would smash the Democratic party 
far worse than the Al Smith 
debacle of 1928. 

Southerners explain that the re- 
sentment against Truman has be- 
come personal and that Southern- 
ers who boasted that their con- 
vention votes had nominated him 
as vice president in 1944 feel he 
has them on the racial 
issue. They are incensed because 
he even mentioned the word “seg- 
regation” in his message to Con- 
gress. 


These same southerners say 
the South that rejected Al Smith 
would vote for a Catholic such 
as O'Mahoney just to show their 
feeling against Truman. They 
would, these observers predict, 
vote for Barkley or Lucas, al- 
though all three have “liberal” 
records on civil rights. 


Northerners’ Attitude. 

The northerners, who are big- 
league operators, are thinking in 
terms of long-term practical poli- 
tics and the winning of local 
elections. Many of the northern 
city Democrats are Catholics and 
a candidate like O'Mahoney would 
help their tickets. These men 
say that if the South can be kept 
in the national Democratic party 
and the northern Democrats make 
a fair showing in the Senate and 
House elections, the party machin- 
ery can be rebuilt for subsequent 
cam If the machinery is 
*gmashed in a Truman defeat, it

there is not the slightest possi- 
bility that he will withdraw his 
candidacy, no matter how for- 
midable the opposition.

Affront to Pride. 


The present willingness of some 
politicians, particularly Senators 
and Representatives, to seek an- 
other Democratic nominee can be 


traced to Truman’s refusal to 


take them into his confidence be- 
fore he publicly announces his 
important decisions. These offi- 
clals agree, at least in theory, 
that it is the best politics to put 
the nation’s welfare before par- 
tisan considerations but like all 
public people their pride is hurt 
they are not consulted, They 
like to have the reputation of 
being “in the know.” 


One of the gripes heard most 
frequently during the past two 
weeks is that the Democratic Pol- 
icy Committee has not been in- 
vited to the White House as a 
group since its formation last 
ear. This committee is headed by 
kley, and according to its ad- 
vocates, it is a good cross-section 
of the’ party, geographically and 
ideologically. The members are 
Millard Tydings of Maryland, 
Richard B. Russell of Georgia, 
Carl A. Hatch of New Mexico, 
O’Mahoney, Theodore F. Green of 
Rhode Island and Hill, Ex-officio

Members’ of this committee, 
competent observers report, are 
ready and willing to confer with 
the President at his invitation and 
have been for a long time.

One White 
House explanation was that there 
were “news leaks” when the Presi- 
dent consulted with legislative 
leaders. The logical rejoinder to 
this is, “so what.” “Leaks” can be 
controlled and they can be of val- 
ue in government and politics. 
Senate Democratic leaders remark 
that they have had many sessions 
of the policy committee from 
which there were no “leaks.” 


The Associated Press reported 
from Los Angeles that James 
Roosevelt, Democratic state chair- 
man, has called a meeting of 62 
prospective California delegates to 
the national party convention to 
discuss “the serious political sit- 
uation.” Roosevelt did not ex- 


plain further. The meeting is set 
for Thursday in Sacramento. 


Two Brooklyn Democrats tele- 
graphed President Truman today 
that they would do everything in 
their power to prevent his nomi- 
nation unless he reversed the Unit- 
ed States abandonment of the par- 
tition of Palestine. 

The two men represent the Nine- 
teenth Assembly District in Brook- 
lyn, which has a heavy Jewish 
population. They are Dr. Isaac 
Levine, state committeeman, and 
Assemblyman Philip J. Schupler, 
national convention delegate. 

Earlier a Draft-Eisenhower 
movement was started by James 
M. Power, Democratic leader of 
the powerful Thirteenth Assembly 
District in Brooklyn. He gaid two 
Democratic clubs in his district 
would announce publicly this week 
their support of Eisenhower for 
president, 

Senator Pepper (Dem.), Florida, 
who refrained from joining the 
Southern revolt, said last night 
the party should wait until July 
before making up its mind on its 
nominee. Without opposing or 
supporting Truman, . said 
other things than the civil rights 
program must be considered, add- 
ing that “we are faced with a 
grave international crisis.“ 

Senator Murray (Dem.), Mon- 
tana called on the Democratic 
party today to shelve politics now 
and concentrate on national se- 
curity and welfare. 

“I think the time to discuss any 
such matter is at the national con- 
vention,” he said. “I am confident 
that the American people today 
are worrying more about prevent- 
ing another world war and stop- 
ping the spread of Communism 
and aggression throughout the 
world than they are in what man 
will head the ticket of either ma- 
jor political party in November.”

The company derived its valu- 
ation figure from a valuation of 
$63,500,000 allowed by the Com- 
mission in the 1927 case. At that 
time the Commission was follow- 
ing mainly the theory of répro- 
duction new less depreciation, 
which resulted in higher valu- 
ations for utilities. 


Moss testified the net income of 
the company in 1947 was $553,306, 
compared to $1,509,390 in 1946. He 
estimated the income for 1948, if 
the use of tokens is not elimi- 
nated, at $435,000. This was based 
on estimated gross revenues of 
$26,450,000, about $953,000 more 
than the $25,497,199 reported last 
year. 
He estimated operating expenses 
for 1948, including taxes, at $26,- 
006,000, an increase of $1,287,547 
over 1947. He said wage increases 
granted by the company since last 
July, when the pass fares were in- 
creased, would add $907,000 a year 
to labor costs, 

Elimination of tokens would 
raise gross revenues to an esti- 
mated $26,970,000 and the net in- 
come to $775,600. The amount 
available for return, he estimated, 
would be $964,000. 

Request by City. 

The City of St. Louis asked the 
Commission to require the com- 
pany to account for earnings on 
its depreciation reserve, in the 
same manner as other utilities, in

Counselor George L. Stemmler. 
Stemmler also asked the com-

Boost in Gross Revenue. 

Accounting for reserve fund 
earnings, expected savings from 
proposed substitution of busses for 
six streetcar lines, and an in- 
crease in gross revenues over last 
year, equivalent to what was lost 
by the company in the 1947 strike, 
should result in an increase of 
about $2,86,566 a year in gross 
revenues of the company, Stemm- 
ler said, 

This estimate included $690,000 
to be credited to income as earn- 
ings On the depreciation reserve; 
$438,566 as estimated savings on 
substitution of busses for car 
lines, and $958,000 that the com- 
pany may expect in 1948 revenue, 
as the equivalent of revenue lost 
in the 1947 strike. 

The company has estimated the 
elimination of use of tokens, if 
authorized, would increase its 
gross revenues about $520,000 a 
year, 

“In the absence of any advance 
knowledge of the facts and proof 
to be offered by. the company,” 
Stemmler said, “the position of 
the city is that no such emergency 
exists as to warrant any increase 
in fares pending completion of the 
commission’s audit and investiga- 


tion. 
Order No. 388-A. 

In suggesting that the company 
be required to account for earn- 
ings on its depreciation reserve, 
Stemmler recalled that the com- 
mission, in December 1945 issued 
its order 38-A. 88 

That order requires gas, elec- 
tric, water, telephone, telegraph 
and heating utilities to annually 
credit earnings on their deprecia- 
tion funds, at the rate of 3 per 
cent on the entire funds, as de- 
ductions from operating expenses. 
This results in increases in in- 
come available for return, equiva- 
lent to the reductions in operat- 
ing expenses. 

The St. Louis Public Service 
Co. and other common carriers 
were not subjected to order 38-A. 

Stemmler recalled that when 
the company took over the St. 
Louis Transit system from the 
United Railways in 1927, the 38, 
469,000 depreciation balance on the 
books was wiped out, without any 
accounting therefor, or authoriza- 
tion from the commission, 

If that amount is restored to 
the reserve, Stemmler said, the 
company’s depreciation reserve 
should total about $23,000,000. If 
the company were required to ac- 
count for earnings of 3 per cent 
on such a fund, as other utilities 
are required to do, this would 
amount to about $690,000 a year, 
Stemmler said. 

Would Equal Fare Boost. 

The resulting increase in in- 
come, he said, would be greater 
than the fare increase sought 
through elimination of tokens, 

“We see no reason why this 
order (38-A) should not apply to 
street railway companies as well 
as other utilities,” Stemmler said. 
Stemmler said the burden rested 
upon the company to establish by 
clear and convincing proof, that a 
real emergency existed requiring 
a fare increase, before completion 
of the commission’s pending in- 
vestigation. 

Gaylord C. Burke, general attor- 
ned for the Public Service Co., 


told the commission the company 
was in need of immediate relief,

The commission last July grant- 
ed an application by the company 
for an increase in the sale of 
asses, as follows: weekly pass 
from $1.25 to $1.50; weekly express 
bus pass from $1.50 to $1.75; week- 
ly shopper and theater pass from 
75 cents to $1, and the Sunday and 
holiday pass from 25 cents to 30 
cents.

Wide Area Affected.

The Illinois High- 
way Police reported similar bad 
driving conditions in a 650-mile 
area around East St. Louis. Six 
minor automobile accidents were 
reported in that area. 
In St. Louis, the fog was 80 
thick about 6 a.m. that it was 
impossible to see City Hall from 
Police Headquarters, a few hun- 
dred feet away. Bus passengers 
at the southwest corner of Kings- 
highway and Lindell boulevard, 
were unable to see the Chase 
Hotel, diagona:ly across the street. 
Automobiles crept along at 10 
miles an hour, with headlights 
burning. The express highway 
was closed because of limited 
visibility from 5:09 to 8:18 a.m. 

Visibility was less than 1000 
feet in almost all sections of the 
city. A motorist who normally 
drives downtown from Jennings in 
20 or 25 minutes found that the 
trip required 55 minutes this 
morning. 

On North Florissant avenue, 
near Mullanrhy street, where the 
pavement is divided by a park- 
way, two motorists who lost their 
sense of direction found them- 
selves driving in the wrong lane.

Proposed rules changes for next 
season will be considered Thurs- 
day and Friday by the National 
Basketball Committee of the 
United States and Canada.

“Federal laws for anti-poll tax, 
anti-lynching, and anti-segrega- 
tion are unwise and unnecessary.

HE pattern hélds, whether for 

a Nenni or a Flerlinger or a 

Wallace. Always an alliance 

between a non-Communist liberal 
and the Communists leads to the 
same ends. First the liberal finds 
himself so captured, so bound and 
gagged, that there is no escape 
short of political suicide. Then he 
must turn and destroy his old as- 
sociates on the non-Communist 
Left. Then the curious process of 
fatty degeneration of the accepted 
standards of political honesty and 
personal sincerity, which an al- 
liance with the Communists must 
in the end always force upon a 
liberal, sets in.

Centralias to Come? 


It was March 25, 1947. Another day in the 
most dangerous of large-scale industrial occupa- 
tions was almost finished for the: men at Cen- 
tralia Coal Co. Mine No. 5. In a few minutes 
they would be taking the hoist to the top and 
a safe return once more to their families. 

Then came the explosion which these miners 


themselves had foretéld in their plea to Gov. | 


Green to “please save our lives.” It was the 
explosion which an honest mine inspector re- 
peatedly had warned against, the explosion 
which the politics-ridden State Mines Depart- 
ment under “Dear Bob” Medill couldn’t be 
bothered with. When every man in Mine No. 5 
was accounted for, 111 of them were dead. 

What has happened in the year that has passed 
since Centralia's black tragedy? What has been 
purchased in the way of additional safety for 
other miners by those who paid with their lives 
540 feet underground for the deliberate gamble 
of the faithless state officials and mine opera- 
tors who chiseled on regulations for the sake of 
greater profits? What has been gained to off- 
set the horrible loss? 

Precious little. First there was the sickening 
run for cover of every state official and company 
officer who could find a place to hide. Under 
heavy fire, Gov. Green ditched his Mines Di- 
rector who had set inspectors to shaking down 
coal operators for campaign slush funds. Medill 
and Robert Weir still remain to be tried for 
“palpable omission of duty.” For its “willful 
neglect,” the coal company was fined $1000. This 
was at the rate of $9 for each man killed. 


* * * 


Fatal mine accidents not only continued in 
large numbers in the coal fields, but actually in- 
creased in 1947 over the preceding year. At 
West Frankfort, only a few miles from Centralia, 


two explosions within three weeks of each other, 


took 30 lives. Ten died in a mine in Exeter, Pa., 
eight at Terre Haute, six at.Wilkes-Barre and so 
on. For the nation the year’s toll was 1165 
dead—almost 200 more than in 1946. 

This record of lives lost and widows and 
orphans created speaks louder than all the pro- 
fessions of increased safety by the succession of 
state mine directors in Illinois or elsewhere. 
The fact is that our coal mines are nowhere 
near as safe as they could easily be made, Since 
state administrations like that in Illinois have 
defaulted on enforcement, there is only one al- 
ternative. This is to provide strict enforcement 
of the federal mine safety code. 

The last of Centralia’s victims, was hardly 
out of his underground tomb before Representa- 
tive Landis of Indiana introduced a bill to put 
teeth in the federal code. After an investigation 
in Centralia by Senators O’Mahoney and Cor- 
don, legislation to make the federal code en- 
forceable on reckless operators was as good as 
promised. Senator Kilgore introduced a com- 
panion to the Landis bill. In the 12 months that 
have passed, Representative Price, in whose dis- 
trict the Centralia disaster occurred, has called 
repeatedly for passage. 

Yet the bills are stalled in committee. A Re- 
publican leader who is in position to get action 
is Wayland Brooks of Illinois. Senator Brooks 
will be glad to have coal miners vote for him 
for re-election this year, but all he did of con- 
sequence in the Centralia case was to try to shift 
the blame from the clearly responsible Green 
Administration to the Department of the In- 
terior. He and the Republican Representatives 
from Southern Illinois are enough in themselves 
to require committee action. They can break 
the road blocks which shut off a vote on au- 
thority for federal inspectors to close mines 
which throw dice with the lives of their em- 


ployes. Yet they do nothing. 
— + „ 


As Centralia holds services in memory of its 
dead, let members of Congress remind them- 
selves of the fatal mine accident rates in this 
and other countries. For the last year with com- 
parable figures they are as follows:

Yet there is nothing else to conclude so long 
as the Landis-and Kilgore bills collect dust and, 
for lack of necessary precaution, the next Cen- 
tralia, with all ite suffering and heartache, may 
come tomorrow.

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The World in Vour Lap 


It may be impossible to get the world inside a 
little red fence, but it can be squeezed hetween 
the covers of a book—thanks to maps. Perhaps 
that is why maps are so fascinating. They 
satisfy vicariously the Macedonian Alexander 
deep in the subconscious—the desire to master 
the globe. 

Aside from such thoughts, the charm of maps, 
of course, lies in their beauty. Even the most 
utilitarian offer shapes bizarre enough and colors 
bright enough to stir the envy of a modernistic 
painter. And often there is enough decoration 
in a cartouche to rival the work of medieval 
cathedral stone carvers. 

The fanciest of maps are those that come close 
to being pictures—those representations of the 
United States, for example, which are flanked by 
Florida and California bathing’ beauties. On 
these the Empire State building towers above 
Albany. St. Louis is likely to be obscured by 
cotton growing on Thad Snow’s Swampeast Mis- 
souri farm. Cowboys on cayuses leap over the 
Rockies with the greatest of ease, and the lum- 
berjacks of the Northwest are bigger than Paul 
Bunyan ever dreamed of being. 

The real map-reader, however, can do without 
such aids to the imagination. Just give him a 
few solid National Geographics, British Bar- 
tholomews or French Michelins and a reading 
glass. Immediately, he will be retracing old 
pilgrimages or covering new ground. Place 
names are enough to evoke all he has ever seen, 
or heard, or read. They send him wandering 
through Florence with Ruskin, across Arabia 


= 
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' Deserta with Doughty, or into the Arctic with 


Stefansson. 

For these -pleasures, he gives thanks to 
Marinus of Tyre, to Ptolemy of Alexandria, to 
Gerhard Kremer—called in Latin Gerardus Mer- 
cator—and to those moderns who made cartog- 
raphy an exact science. Much of their work, un- 
fortunately, still remains to be done. But it is 


not likely to be finished under current interna- 
tional conditions. 

In spite of twentieth century air photography, 
the nineteenth was the great map-making cen- 
tury. While war calls for maps, they can be 
drawn only in a world peaceful and free. It is 
an art which hardly can be practiced when iron 
curtains fall athwart whole continents. 
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Nebraska’s Interesting Primary 

Few efforts to extend democracy in our politi- 
cal system have been more of a flop than the 
presidential primary. It was developed to get 
the will of the voters into convention choices for 
nomination for the White House. Its advocates 
believed that primaries in the states, which 
either bound or advised delegates to vote for 
popularly preferred candidates, would dispel 
some of the smoke of smoke-filled rooms. 

But it didn’t work that way. These preferen- 
tial presidential primaries (the very name was 
enough to blight the idea) have become, for the 
most part, favorite son affairs. A candidate runs 
in his home state against some unknown and 
then uses hig big vote for trading purposes, Or 
he offers himself in some other carefully se- 
lected state solely for the publicity involved. As 
a result, these tests have been virtually meaning- 
less. In fact, the disappointment has been so 
great that some states, including Missouri, never 
bothered to take up the idea, while others have 
dropped it as of no value. 

This year promises a notable exception in Ne- 
braska. Under the leadership. of Raymond A. 
McConnell Jr., editor of the Lincoln Journal, and 
certain other public-spirited citizens, a group 
of adherents of both parties is determined to 
have a real presidential primary, April 13. They 
have enough signatures to put on the ballot 
not a big name or two and some unknowns, but 
all those who may reasonably be considered 
presidential possibilities. 

They have gone about this so assiduously that 
Senator Vandenberg has given up in his efforts 
to get his name off the ballot. The Michigan 
Senator has said he does not wish to be consid- 
ered but that is not enough to remove his name. 
Legal advice is that he would probably have to 
go to court in Nebraska to do so. So the name 
of Vandenberg will appear in the Republitan 
column along with Dewey, Stassen, Taft, Mac- 
Arthur, Warren and Martin. 


There is one hitch in the Nebraska primary 
and unfortunately it is a big one. This is the 
fact that Henry Wallace’s name will not appear. 
The original plan of the committee was to run 
him as a Democrat, That was ruled out when 
Wallace became a third party candidate. With- 
out the co-operation of the Wallace supporters, 
there was no way to put him on as an indepen- 
dent. So the Nebraska test will rate the Re- 
publican field, as seen by fairly representative 
Middle Western eyes, but it will not show how 
much damage Henry Wallace may be figured to 
do President Truman. 
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Free Press Fight in Virginia 

Today's Mirror of Publie Opinſon reprints an 
editorial in the soundest traditions of America’s 
free press. It is the Richmond Times-Dispatch’s 
notice to the Virginia House of Delegates that 
the newspaper will not be intimidated by an of- 
ficial investigation. 

The Times-Dispatch, which is edited by Vir- 
ginius Dabney, vigorously criticized Gov. Tuck's 
proposal to defeat popular choice for the presi- 
dency in Virginia. The newspaper also criticized 
certain other acts of the Virginia Assembly, 
particularly of the House of Delegates. 

Smarting under this criticism, the Delegates 
passed a resolution calling on the State Corpora- 
tion Commission to investigate“ the Richmond 
Newspapers, Inc., publishers of the Times- 
Dispatch. The Virginia Corporation Commission 
is the official agency of the State Government 
which ‘exercises certain regulatory powers over 
corporate organizations in Virginia. 

As the Times-Dispatch says, the issue is bigger 
than the question of criticism of the Virginia 
Legislature by a Richmond newspaper. Truly 
“one of the constitutional bulwarks of free peo- 
ples is involved.” 

If the Virginia Delegates forget their history, 
the Times-Dispatch has reminded them. It was 
a Virginian, the great George Mason, who more 
than any other one American was responsible for 
our Bill of Rights. And of its protections against 
tyranny, he particularly emphasized the basic 
character of freedom of the press. Standing 
with Mason were such architects of our nation 
as Thomas Jefferson and James Madison, also 
Virginians. 

We have no doubt whatever that the Times- 
Dispatch will win its fight against the thin- 


skinned politicians of Virginia. As the Times- 


Dispatch’s recital of free press cases in the 
United States shows, there can be only one out- 
come, That is affirmation of the fundamental 
principle that the press shall not be gaggéd by 
anyone. 
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To Save the Soil 

Reports from Washington indicate that this 
session of Congress will not enact the Jensen 
bill to put an end to feuding between the Soil 
Conservation Service and the Agricultural Exten- 
sion Service. Neither, however, is it expected 
to enact the Cooley bill, which would turn the 
Soil Conservation Service into an appendage of 
the politically minded Extension Service. 

Things apparently will be allowed to remain 
in status quo, which in Missouri means a terrible 
fix. The Soil Conservation Service has or- 
ganized 20 Soil Conservation districts in the 
state, while the Extension Service has organized 
some 30 of its competing “Balanced Farming 
Rings.” 

The separate districts of each group do good 
work, but there is expensive duplication of over- 
head and supervisory. functions and absence of 
impetus from a united soil conservation effort. 

It ig a wholly unnecessary deadlock—even 
though the federal law is not all it should be. 
The Des Moines Register reports that in Iowa 
the Extension and Soil Conservation services 
pool their resources and operate as a unit in re- 
deeming waste land and preventing deterioration 
of good acreage. 

Why can’t this be so in Missouri? Missouri 
law provides that the Extension Service’s county 
agent shall be ex officio a member of the five- 
man board which runs the Soil Conservation dis- 
tricts.

First Step for Dictators 


The laws of libel, both criminal and 
civil, are always available, of course,. to 
any citizen who is aggrieved by improper 
newspaper criticism. 


There are all kinds of newspapers, just 
as there are all kinds of people, but once 
the freedom of newspapers or individuals 
to criticize public figures is hampered or 
curtailed, the first step toward dictatorship 
has been taken, 


In country after country where the liber- 
ties of the people have been quenched, un- 
der Fascist, Nazi or Communist rule, one 
of the first steps has always been the 
smashing of the independent press. 

The Second World Congress of the Com- 
munist International had this to say: “Only 
when the proletarian dictatorship has de- 


prived tHe bourgeoisie of such powerful 
weapons as the press, the school, parlia- 
ment, church, the government apparatus, 
Ste., only when the final overthrow of the 
capitalist order will have become an evi- 
dent fact—only then will all or almost all 
the workers enter the ranks of the Com- 
munist party.” 

Adolf Hitler said in “Mein Kampf”: “It 
(the state)” must not let itself be misled 
by the boast of a so-called ‘freedom of the 
press,’ and must not be persuaded to fail 
in its duty and to put before the nation the 
food that it needs and that is good for it; 
it must assure itself with ruthless deter- 


mination of this means for educating the 


people,” 


Long-Hague Technique 


Here in America there have been exam- 
ples of interference with liberty of news- 
paper expression by officials or legisila- 
tures. One of the earliest occurred at the 
end of the eighteenth century, when the 
Richmond Examiner, a Jeffersonian organ, 
was attacked under the notorious Sedition 
Act for its political editorials, The effort 
to stifle the Examiner was unsuccessful. 


Huey P. Long, as Governor of Louisiana, 
had his servile Legislature impose a ruinous 
tax on all the Louisiana newspapers of 
large circulation because they had criticized 
his administration and exposed its rotten- 
ness. The tax was pronounced unconstitu- 
tional by the Supreme Court. 


Frank Hague, the Jersey City boss, struck 
at the Jersey Journal by firing any county 
or city employe seen reading the. paper, 
and by bringing about the withdrawal of 
certain advertising. 

Similar techniques have been employed 
both in this and other countries, Those 
who employ them violate one of the prin- 
ciples on which American liberty has been 
founded, a principle for which oceans of 
blood have been spilled. 

The resolution of the House of Delegates 
is a threatening gesture designed to arouse 
public prejudice. It is not motivated by 
ethical intent to correct economic injustice; 
its purpose is to gag the press. 

So long as this newspaper is in the hands 


ot its present ownership and management, 


it will not be gagged. It will fight fiercely 
the concentration of governmental func- 
tions in a few hands, and the making of 
governmental policies by a small group of 
insiders, 

It will not be muzzled, by the House of 
Delegates, or any other agency. The Times- 
Dispatch will not be intimidated, 


McKellar’s at It Again

Year after year, in war or peace, the 
country can count on one thing—Senator 
McKellar will be trying to knife the TVA. 
Beaten back again and again, he never tires 
of trying to gain political control of this 
vast undertaking. 

As usual, there is a McKellar bill before 
Congress to cripple the TVA. It is the 
same old story and the defense against 
McKellar must be largely a repetition of 
the case against him. 


The caption of this editorial is the same 
as one used four years ago. The comment 
began: “Senator McKellar of Tennessee is 
again attempting to seize the entire TVA 
so that he can make it or break it, strangle 
it or allow it to live, on his terms—so that 
he and his friends in the Senate can de- 
stroy its nonpolitical character and make 
out of it a huge source of political patron- 
age. ” 

The Journal repeats what it said four 
years ago: “TVA is operating today exact- 
ly as authorized by Congress, and is using 
its revolving funds exactly as Congress di- 
rected. It asks no appropriations from 
Congress, because it needs nothing. Its 
present revenues are more than adequate 


for. all operations and construction. Its 
surpluses or ‘profits’ over and above needs 
have been paid back regularly to the Gov- 
ernment, reducing the net cost. 

“But Mr. McKellar isn’t satisfied. His 
amendments’, . . would require the TVA to 


pay all its revenues into the Government. . 


They would make TVA totally dependent 
on Congress even for reappropriation of 
money to keep going. They would put TVA 
in McKellar’s hand” because of his influ- 
ence in the Appropriations Committee, 

Senator McKellar also would expel. the 
present TVA board, destroy the continuity 
of operation and invite purely political ap- 
pointments. He would destroy the efficient 
merit system used for personnel of TVA. 

Once again the majority in Congress 
must beat back an attempt of a mean, 
grudge-bearing, hot-tempered man to crip- 
ple TVA. McKellar, one of the country’s 
worst Senators, has been stopped before; 
he can be stopped again.

Descriptions of the country, 
voyages along rivers, the “symphony of 
voices,” chiefly of birds, but including in- 
sects and frogs, very general accounts of 
the flora including rubber, quinine and 
curare, and special references to wild 
horses, seals, sea turtles, monkeys, opos- 
sums and the jaguar are all included in 
what can only be a hodge-podge of infor- 
mation concerning the country in question. 
One wonders why some things have been 
included while others were left out. With 
few exceptions the works of the authors. 
quoted are easily accessible, and the extracts 


are not always the ones best calculated to 


throw light on the subject discussed. Per- 
haps this is due to the effort to preserve 
a sort of historical sequence. 

The book contains much of interest for 
‘one who would like to trace the develop- 
ment of South American natural history in 
its broadest sense, A lot of it is good 
reading contributed by such men ag Con- 
damine, Humboldt, Darwin, Melville, Hud 
son, Beebe, Chapman, Sanderson and 
others. It certainly is an ad to 
have all in one volume such a b pic- 
ture of the gradual development of a num- 
ber of particular aspects of a country like 
South America.

Katherine Dunham brought her 
troupe of Negro dancers and sing- 


ers back to St. Louis last night 
for the first time in four years in

Her best work was 
in “La Comparsa,” a beautifully 
intense, angular composition with 
three males, on the theme of a 
woman returning from a carnival 
through deserted streets encoun- 
tering three masked and amorous 
men, But in expressing emotion, in 
this case fear, and grief following 
tragedy by movements that ap- 
proached the conventional in 
„L'Ag Ta,“ she seemed to us no 
more than routine. | 
The biggest story“ numbers 
were the Shango dance, and ritual, 
involving the sacrifice of a white 
cock to a Trinidad god in a frenzy 
of dancing; and “L’Ag’Ya,” involv- 
ing an -excursion into the. jungle 
lair of the zombies for a love 
charm, and ending in a violent 
fighting dance, a sort of stylized 
savate combat.

But Miss Dunham is an anthro- 
pologist as well as a dancer, and 
what she’s given us is a good an- 
thropologist’s report on barbaric

AT COUNTY HOSPITAL 


Notice Given Director, 35 
Others After National Body 
Refuses Continuance. 


Dr. Malcolm Cook, medical di- 


rector, and 35 others composi

division at St. Louis County Hos- 
pital, were notified today by Dr. 
Curtis H. Lohr, superintendent of 
the hospital, that their services 
will terminate at the end of 
March, one week hence. 

This action follows the refusal 
of the National Foundation. for 


efter April 1 the arrangement un- 
der which the County Hospital 
has housed and conducted the 
polio division, salaries and ex- 
penses being provided by the 
Foundation, but paid through 
county channels. Dr. Lohr and 
Luman F. Matthews, presiding 
judge of the County Court, pre- 


| sented the request for such con- 


tinuance at the Foundation’s of- 
fice in New York Monday. 
Under the arrangement with 
the county, the National Founda- 
tion has paid a salary roll of 
$9854 a month for the personnel 
conducting the polio division, plus 
$5.54 a day per patient for food; 
the latter item includes meals 
served to the salaried personnel 
at the hospital. Dr. Cook’s $12,000- 


a-year salary headed the payroll; | te 


his salary and that of the thera- 
pists, dietitians, nurses and at- 
tendants making up the personnel 
were fixed by the Foundation. 

Dr. Lohr, following his return 
from New York, said today that 
the officials at Foundation head- 
quarters offered to pay $12.50 a 
day for polio patients at the hos- 
pital, if St. Louis county would 


‘pay the salaries of the staff re- 


quired for their treatment. He 
and Matthews told the Founda- 
tion officials that the county 
could not afford to undertake 
such an arrangement. They asked 
postponement of the change, pend- 
ing action by the Social Planning 
Council and its medical advisory 
committee. This request was re- 
fused. 

The National Foundation, rep- 
resented at the conference by Dr. 
Hart E. Van Riper, medical di- 
rector, and its executive director, 
regional director and Comptroller, 
stated that its policy was to pay 
for medical and hospital services 
on the basis of care rendered to 
individual patients, and not to 
maintain organized units. The St. 
Louis County Hospital unit was 
set up in 1946, they said, to deal 
with an emergency which is now 
past. About 35 polio patients have 
been under treatment at the Coun- 
ty Hospital in recent months. 

From June 1, 1946, to May 31, 
1947, the Foundation officials said, 
the County Hospital unit cost the 
Foundation, through its St. Louis 
County Chapter, $325,234 for med- 
ical services and $11,908 for equip- 
ment, and $150,000 was advanced 
to the chapter last June by na- 
tional headquarters. This cost 
was said to be “considerably high- 
er than in other regions.” 

The Foundation officials as- 
sured the county representatives 
that the patients removed from 
County Hospital to St. Anthony’s 
Hospital in St. Louis, and out- 
patients to be treated there or at 
their homes, would receive ade- 
quate care. ae

“We've had hard times before,” 
they say.

Tells How Town on 


Islands Was Saved 


by ‘Lady of the Bulls Back in 1581

Of the Post-Dispatch Staff, 


T is stuck on a bit of volcanic 
| rock far out in the Atlantic. 

But the Hotel DeGink—at La- 
gens Field on Terceira in the 
Azores—has become the half-way 
house of the western world. A 
low, frame, army-style building, it 
shelters bachelor officers’ quarters 
and the Army Air Transport Com- 
mand's guest accommodations. 
And there are plenty of guests, 
ATC planes stop at Lagens to re- 
fuel, and fog, rain and storm often 
force their passengers to wait 
there for better weather. 

Many of those who travel be- 
tween the United States and Eu- 
rope these days—generals; Con- 
gressmen and other very impor- 
tant persons”—thus come to sign 
the DeGink’s register. Later, they 
recall the Azores as among the 
most pleasant of their stops. They 
forget that the hotel’s roof is a 
weak match for the slashing At- 
lantic rains, and that a guest may 
push his bed around half the 
night to find a dry spot to sleep. 

Such minor discomforts are can- 
celed out the hospitality of Col. 
Charles W. Warren. Although 
Lagens airport has been turned 
over to the Portuguese, the United 
States has the privilege of using 
it for refueling, air-sea rescue mis- 
sions, weather — agy 3 and the 
like. Col. Warren is in charge, 
and while it seems a rather lonely 
and monotonous assignment, this 
tall, iron-gray, slow-spoken soldier 
likes the job, He is working hard 
on his Portuguese grammar, so it 
seems that he méans to stay a 
while. 

Arrivals at Lagens usually find 
a car beside the runway, and an 
officer with an invitation from 
the colonel... At the DeGink his 
greeting is: Will it be Scotch, or 
bourbon or brandy—or would you 
like to wash up first? 

The colonel's sitting room is not 
very big or ted & fancy. A lounge 
mail a few big chairs take up most 
of the space.

In Europe and Asia 
and Africa and on the islands of 
the sea, people have come to know 
Americans like Col, Warren—men
